Buildings saved after rapid response from 15 crews of firefighters

A SOUTHEND school has con¬ 
firmed that it will be open for the 
start of the new school year - 
despite a major fire breaking out 
on its premises. 

Students at the Cecil Jones Acad¬ 
emy in Eastern Avenue have been 
told - via the school website - to 
return for the start of term on Mon¬ 
day September 5. 

Firefighters had been called to 


the school shortly before 4.30pm 
on Tuesday, August 23. 

Incident commander Neil Fen¬ 
wick said the fire - attended by 15 
fire crews - spread mainly in the 
roof and first floor of the building. 

Eastern Avenue was closed as a 
safety precaution during the fire¬ 
fighting operations, which used 
three main jets, three hose reel jets 
and a monitor from the Aerial Lad¬ 
der Platform. 

The blaze was eventually brought 
under control by 7.15pm, with fire¬ 


fighters continuing to tackle the 
fire until the last fire engine left the 
scene shortly after 00.10am. 

Mr Fenwick said: “Initially, we had 
difficulties with the water supply, so 
our crews quickly set about estab¬ 
lishing an alternative supply - using 
a nearby swimming pool and a water 
main from further down the road. 

“At the peak of the incident, we 
had 12 fire engines and the aerial 
ladder platform working to tackle 
the fire,” said Mr Fenwick.

arduous conditions, and did an 
excellent job containing the fire to 
one building. 

“We were aware that the building 
contained a science lab containing 
hazardous materials. It was far 
from the fire, but crews still 
removed these materials.” 

The Essex fire service confirmed 
that there were no suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances relating to the blaze, 
and confirmed that the source of 
the blaze was from roof work being 
carried out by building contractors. 

The school was opened for year 
11 students to get their GCSE 
results last Thursday. 

Bev Williams, the school’s execu¬ 
tive principal, said: “I would like to 
thank the fire service for their fan¬ 
tastic response. Their quick action 
stopped the fire spreading to other 
buildings, and minimised the dam¬ 
age to the affected building.” 

Ms Williams said the school 
would be regularly updating its 
website in the near future.

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Man deserves to be recognised for his quick-thinking and bravery, say police 


Hero saves 
boy from 
drowning 


POLICE are trying to identify a have- 
a-go hero who pulled a drowning boy 
from Southend’s Lagoon, a month 
after it opened. 

The man jumped into The Lagoon, 
Western Esplanade, fully clothed after 
a six-year-old boy got into difficulties 
on Wednesday, August 24. 

Officers said the boy, who could not 
swim, had wandered into a two-metre 
deep section of water and struggled to 
keep afloat before disappearing. 

The man, who was watching his own 
son swim nearby, jumped in and saved 
the boy, who was from Peckham, south 
London. 

The boy made a full recovery and 
was taken home by his mother. 


Sgt Ian Hughes said: “The man saw 
what happened and just jumped in and 
brought the struggling boy to safety. 

“There is no doubt that he saved the 
boy from drowning and deserves to be 
recognised for his quick-thinking and 
bravery. 

“Unfortunately, he left the scene 
soon after the rescue because his own 
son wanted to go on a ride at 
Adventure Island. 

“His clothes were soaking wet but he 
wanted to make sure his son had that 
ride.” 

Sgt Hughes said he hoped the man 
would come forward and contact him 
at Southend police station by dialling 
101 for Essex Police. 



Scott Dolling, Southend Council’s 
head of enterprise, tourism and regen¬ 
eration, said it was aware of the inci¬ 
dent. 

He said: “The lagoon is not a swim¬ 
ming pool but rather a part of the sea. 

“Therefore, we would like to remind 
visitors that, like with all parts of the 
seafront, vigilance should be prac¬ 
tised. Although we have a trained first 
aider available at peak times, practis¬ 


ing vigilance will help prevent acci¬ 
dents.” 

Mr Dolling also advised people to 
supervise children and vulnerable 
adults at all times, wear appropriate 
footwear and heed the warning signs. 

A council spokesman said that it had 
no plans to increase safety measures 
but holds safety in constant review 
with its partners in the emergency ser¬ 
vices.

“With two members of the commit¬ 
tee having used the special care baby 
unit, it was something close to all our 
hearts and we therefore decided to

waxing events and fundraising 
evenings. 

Consultant paediatrician Dr Arfa 
Khan said: “We truly cannot thank 
the charity committee and the staff at 
Olympus KeyMed enough - their 
hard work and dedication to fundrais¬ 
ing for this scanner has really been 
amazing. 

“This equipment will make a huge 
difference to the unit and our patients. 

“It is portable, and allows us to scan 
babies in their incubators, which is 
much safer.” 

He added that the hospital would be 
able to carry out heart scans live over 
telemedicine link with specialist 
teams such as The Royal Brompton 
Hospital in London, so they can help 
to provide assessments remotely. 


Street lights 
‘shining 
example' of 
green tech 

A TWO-YEAR, £13.5million pro¬ 
ject to install LED lamps across 
Southend is set to be completed on 
schedule. 

The scheme, which is the first of 
its kind in England to be part- 
financed through the Green 
Investment Bank, is set to be fin¬ 
ished by August 2017. 

A Southend Council spokesman 
said it will enable street lights to be 
kept on throughout the night, and 
provide significant savings while 
cutting carbon emissions and light 
pollution. 

More than half of the council’s 
14,000 street lighting columns have 
been modified or replaced, with new 
lighting units installed. 

Cllr Tony Cox, executive council¬ 
lor for transport, waste and cleans¬ 
ing, said: “This is a welcome mile¬ 
stone and a shining example of how 
investment in green technology can 
pay both financial and environmen¬ 
tal dividends. 

“The new lights are proving really 
popular with most local residents. 
Many are commenting on the 
improvement in quality of the light, 
which is whiter, brighter and more 
targeted than traditional street lights 
so that it stays on the road rather than 
spilling into properties. 

“I now look forward to the success¬ 
ful delivery of the rest of the project 
and invite other authorities to get in 
touch with us so that we can share 
what we have learnt.” 

New central Government guidance 
on illuminated “street furniture” - 
primarily signs and bollards - means 
that many electrically-lit signs will 
soon be replaced by ultra-reflective 
signs. 

Cllr Cox added: “Rationalising 
how we position and light up bol¬ 
lards and signage throughout the 
borough will boost our environmen¬ 
tal credentials even further.”

Obese and smokers may 
face surgery restrictions 

Have your say on changes to eligibility criteria for orthopaedics 


RESIDENTS in Southend, Castle Point 
and Rochford are being asked for their 
views on proposals to restrict access to 
orthopaedic surgery. 

The restrictions are proposed for hip, 
joint and knee replacements as well as 
arthroscopy. 

NHS Southend clinical commission¬ 
ing group (CCG) and NHS Castle Point 
and Rochford CCG said they are joint¬ 
ly reviewing their policies to “improve 
outcomes” for patients after surgery. 

The move is supported by Southend 
University Hospital NHS Foundation 


Trust. Clinicians have raised concerns 
that existing criteria for patients to be 
eligible for orthopaedic surgery are not 
stringent enough. 

A Southend CCG spokesman claimed 
patients were undergoing surgery 
despite having related health condi¬ 
tions, meaning they suffered poorer 
outcomes as a result. 

Dr Brian Houston, Southend CCG 
governing body member and clinical 
lead for musculoskeletal clinical 
assessment, said: “We are potentially 
going to change our eligibility criteria 


for total hip replacements, simultane¬ 
ous joint replacements, total knee 
replacements and arthroscopy. 

“Surgery is not always completely 
successful if patients have not 
addressed other conditions which 
impact on their physical health. 

“There is clear evidence that patients 
who have a BMI of 40-plus or who 
smoke have poorer outcomes following 
hip and knee replacements.”

Assistant Chief Constable 
Carl O’Malley said: PC Loft¬ 
ing was guilty of “gross mis- 
conducf ’ and that he “fell well 
below the standard the public 
expects. Dismissal is regret¬ 
tably a necessary sanction.”

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Women’s refuge under 
scrutiny in review of 
domestic abuse services

THE future of Southend’s women’s 
refuge is in doubt as the eouneil 
announeed plans to re-tender its 
domestie abuse serviees eontraet. 

Southend Couneil said the eurrent 
22-bed refuge would not be neeessary, 
as it plans to go ahead with tailored 
emergeney and erisis help to people 
on an individual basis. 

It says that the re-tendering of the 
eontraet will free up £20,000 to be 
spent on the serviees. 

The refuge, whieh takes up more 
than 90 pereent of the eouneil’s budget 
for domestie abuse serviees, has only 
seen eight pereent of its spaees taken 
up by residents from the borough dur¬ 
ing the past 16 months. 


Cllr Lesley Salter, exeeutive eouneil- 
lor for adult soeial eare, said Southend 
is one of the only areas with a een- 
tralised refuge. 

She said: “As a eonsequenee other 
loeal areas that have long sinee elosed 
theirs are plaeing their residents in our 
faeility and the eouneil is paying for 


that. At the eurrent time we have only 
one resident from Southend-on-Sea in 
the refuge. 

“Unfortunately, we ean no longer 
eontinue this way of working, partieu- 
larly when we have identified that we 
ean make major improvements to our 
serviee in other ways. 


“I am very pleased that we have 
identified extra money for this vital 
area of work, and we will be improv¬

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Spiritualist and 
healer sexually 
abused women 


A REIKI healer who sexually 
assaulted two patients has been 
jailed for three years. 

Ian Gray, 59, of Point Road, 
Canvey, was charged with six 
counts of sexual assault 
between December 2008 and 
February 2014 involving five 
women during reiki healing 
sessions in Canvey. 

He denied the charges and 
following a trial at Basildon 
Crown Court, was convicted of 
four counts and found not 
guilty of two on July 26. 

Gray was sentenced on 


Wednesday, August 24 to two- 
and-a-half years for one count, 
six months for another to run 
consecutively, and 18 months 
each for two counts, to run con¬ 
currently. He was placed on the 
sex offenders register for life 
and ordered to pay a £120 vic¬ 
tim surcharge. 

Investigating officer Det Con 
Jon Holden said: “The sentence 
given reflects the seriousness of 
the offences committed against 
these women. Ian Gray took 
full advantage of his position as 
a reiki healer and spiritualist 


medium and targeted these vul¬ 
nerable victims who came to 
him for help. He returned their 
trust in him by sexually abusing 
them over a long period of time. 

“Gray was predatory in his 
actions, grooming his victims 
while maintaining an air of 
respectability throughout the 
local community and spiritual¬ 
ist community. If it wasn’t for 
the bravery of the women who 
came forward, he would not 
have been brought to justice 
and I can only commend them 
for breaking their silence.”

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Do we need 
another 
village plan? 

ON August 16,1 attended, 
with about 40 residents, a 
Hockley parish workshop host¬ 
ed by Hockley Parish Council 
but presented by Rochford 
District Council (RDC). 

About 10 years ago a 
Hockley Village Plan was pro¬ 
duced and about five years ago 
a Hockley Area Action Plan. 

A lot of good stuff was gen¬ 
erated, particularly in the vil¬ 
lage plan, but as far as I can 
see, nothing has ever changed 
from the results of these docu¬ 
ments. 

Now RDC wants to produce 
another plan to cover Hockley 
from 2025. 

It would appear from the 
meeting that the main object is 
to find areas of land for devel¬ 
opers to build additional 
homes on, although RDC 
could not say how many would 
be required. 

We have gone through this 
exercise before and apart from 
Eldon Way Trading Estate, 
which will probably never 
change, only green belt land 
was found, resulting in the 70 
homes now being built on the 
Folly Lane Estate. 


One of the main items high¬ 
lighted now and in the past is 
the lack of infrastructure for 
existing homes, particularly 
the BIO 13 road and the Spa 
roundabout. 

This is the responsibility of 
Essex County Council and it 
seems doubtful to me that we 
will see any junction improve¬ 
ments now or after 2025. 

Apart from road improve¬ 
ments most residents I talk to 
are happy with the way our 
village is now.

Time right 
for 60 % top 
rate of tax 

THE decline of North Sea oil’s

That is the rate today and in 
view of our present economic 
problems it would be equitable 
to re-establish that top rate. In

Among comments posted on the JustGiving 
page was one from Julie Jenkinson, whose 
child has been at the school for eight years. 

She wrote: “I am overwhelmed by the gen-

He worked a number of day jobs after leaving school 
at the age of 16 to fund his dance training, and the fol¬ 
lowing year he was specialising in ballroom and com¬ 
peting as an amateur. 

Erin began dancing at a much earlier age. Born in 
New Zealand, she started dancing at the tender age 
of three. She moved to Australia when she was 18 to 
pursue her dancing ambitions and by 1996 had 
moved to the UK. 

Anton and Erin, who have been dancing partners 
since 1997, are now one of the country’s most widely 
recognised and best loved ballroom dancing couples. 

During the same year they met, the pair made it to 
the prestigious International Dance Championships at 
London’s Royal Albert Hall. Within a year of forming 
they won the New Zealand Championships, and again 
the year after. 

They turned professional in 2002 and went on to win 
championships, accolades and much recognition as 
they continued to work the competition circuit. 

It was here that they caught the eye of the BBC, 
which had decided it needed a strictly fabulous new 
show for prime-time Saturday television. 

Since being chosen to star in the first series of 
Strictly Come Dancing in 2004, Anton has appeared in 
all 13 series to date, while Erin is the only female pro¬ 
fessional to appear in 10.

Firing blanks 


BROTHERHOOD (15,105 mins) 

T hird time’s no charm for 
director, writer and actor Noel 
Clarke as he concludes his 
streetwise London-set trilogy, which 
began 10 years ago with Kidulthood 
and continued forlornly two years 
later with Adulthood. 

The final chapter is self-indulgent 
and lacks dramatic momentum. 

The youthful swagger and urgency 
of earlier pictures has completely 
evaporated from Brotherhood, 
which returns to the unforgiving 
streets of the capital in the company 
of a beleaguered father, who is try¬ 
ing to break the cycle of violence 
that landed him in prison. 

Clarke’s penchant for spewing 20 
words of dialogue when five will suf¬ 
fice is still in evidence and at least one 
scene teeters on the brink of risible 
for its tearful earnestness. 

The script gives pitifully short shrift 
to female characters, who are two- 
dimensional and repeatedly objecti¬ 
fied. 

Clarke relishes superfluous shots 
of sex workers strutting around 
naked or performing degrading acts. 

Were it not for a memorable sup¬ 
porting turn from Arnold Oceng and a 
running gag about the desirability of a 
supermarket reward card, this would 
be an interminable slog from begin¬ 
ning to laughable end. 

Sam Peel (Clarke) has pieced his 
life back together following his spell 
behind bars with the help of his 
mother (Adjoa Andoh), lawyer girl- 




friend Kayla (Shanika Warren- 
Markland) and their two children. 

Ghosts of the past return to haunt 
the former jailbird when gun-toting 
thugs shoot his brother and leave 
behind a threatening message that 
reads WE’RE NOT DONE. 

Old adversary Uncle Curtis (Cornell 
John) and local gangland leader Daley 
(Jason Maza) are determined to lure 
Sam back to the dark side by threat¬ 
ening the safety of his loved ones. 

Faced with losing everything, Sam 
feels he has no choice but to revert 
to threats and intimidation to sur¬ 
vive, and he calls upon wisecracking

FANS RIGHT

Southend United 0-2 Fleetwood Town 
Brian Jeeves reporting 
from Roots Hall Stadium 

SOUTHEND United manager Phil 
Brown responded to the club’s angry fans 
by taking full responsibility for the Blues 
dismal Sky Bet League One defeat to 
Fleetwood Town. 

“Em absolutely one hundred percent 
behind them,” he said. “They were right 
to vent their anger at the performance, at 
the team selection, at the tactics, every¬ 
thing. 

“1 hold myself fully responsible for all 
that. It was a lacklustre performance, it 
was one devoid of ideas, of confidence, 
you name it. You can criticise me any 
way you want to criticise me, they are 
absolutely spot-on.” 

Brown made one change to the side 
held by Bristol Rovers seven days previ¬ 
ous. Tenacious midfielder Jack Bridge 
came into the starting 11, with David 
Mooney dropping to the bench. 

Just ahead of kick-off. Blues paraded 
new signing Anton Ferdinand to the 
Roots Hall crowd. However, the former 
West Ham United defender witnessed a 
stuttering start from his new team-mates. 

Adam Thompson produced a terrific 
last-ditch tackle to deny Chris Long, 
while Bobby Grant was wayward as the 
visitors searched for an early opening. 

Just before the 20-minute mark, 
Fleetwood took the lead. Long sent a low 
drive from distance beyond Blues keeper 
Mark Oxley, to the delight of the small 
band of travelling fans. And Long was at 
it again soon after. This time Oxley clung 
on to his speculative strike. 

Fleetwood continued to press. Eggert 
Jonsson headed Bobby Grant’s flag-kick 
goalwards, only for Jason Demetriou to 
nod off the line in the nick of time. Then 
Devante Cole was blocked by Ben Coker 
and Nathan Pond headed wide as Blues 
hung on grimly. 

Shortly before the break, Ryan 
Leonard fired over, while Luke O’Neil 
warmed the palms of Fleetwood keeper 
Chris Neal as the Blues finally offered 


some form of an attacking threat. Indeed, 
Southend left the field at the break to a 
chorus of boos from the Blues fans. 

And it was little better in the second 
half O’Neil sliced horribly wide after 
Blues started to press with slightly more 
intent. Meanwhile, Conor McLaughlin 
fired wide and Cole over as Fleetwood 
swiftly responded. 

Blues threw Mooney into the action in 
a bid to rescue the game, and the 
Irishman was denied when Pond pro¬ 
duced a fantastic saving tackle as the for¬ 
mer Leyton Orient man bore down on 
goal. Fleetwood believed they had dou¬ 
bled their advantage when Cole’s effort 
was chalked off Then Ball and Hunter 
had close-range efforts scrambled away 
by the ragged Blues rearguard. 

With little over 15 minutes remaining, 
substitute Hunter sent an angled drive 
past Oxley after Jimmy Ryan had picked 
him out. 

Stephen McLaughlin’s wayward late 
strike summed up the Blues afternoon, 
testing those still sat in the stand more 
than keeper Neal. 

But many Southend supporters had 
already headed for the exits while those 
that remained made their discontent 
heard in no uncertain terms. 

Speaking after the match Brown said: 
“The next game is always the important 
one, the next training session is always 
the important one. We’ve got to prepare 
for Brighton on Tuesday night, it’s as 
simple as that. 

“We need to try and get the next confi¬ 
dent performance. I think at times we 
look like we knock the ball about, but we 
knock it about for knocking it about’s 
sake.

It was a 
shock result against Gillingham you 
could say, first day of the season. Then 
you look at the rest of it. Port Vale was 
lacklustre to a certain extent.
